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DETAILED ACTION 

The response to the election/restriction requirements with traverse has been 
entered. Accordingly, applicant elects Group I, claims 1-6 and 21 . Thus, claims 7-20 
are withdrawn from considerations. 



As a preliminary matter, applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply 
filed on 12/29/2004 is acknowledged. However, applicant did not provide any 
arguments supporting the grounds of traversal. Thus, the requirement is still deemed 
proper and is therefore made FINAL. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 
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The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-6 and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Barkan et al. (herein after referred as Barkan - 5,198,651). 

Regarding claim 1 , Barkan discloses a bar code reader comprising a bar code 
reader 100 having a plasting housing (see the summary of the invention), and an unitary 
structure which can be either integrally fastened or molded as part as the housing. 
Barkan also discloses the method of either integrally fastening or molding the motor 
having bearings and/or bearing supports as part of the housing [see summary of the 
invention]. 

As can be see, Barkan shows the conventionality of a mobile terminal 
comprising: a plastic housing, a bar code reader, a component insert-molded (insert 
and/or molded) as part as the housing. 

Regarding claim 2, Barkan discloses the method and system comprising the 
steps of fastening and/or molding an electrical component to the plasting housing. 
Specifically, Barkan discloses a motor unit 160, or an unitary structure which can be 
either integrally fastened or molded as part of the plastic housing. 
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Regarding claim 3, the motor bearing and bearing supports of Barkan are 
considered as the claimed mechanical component. 

Regarding claim 4, the unitary structure, the motor bearings and bearing 
supports of Barkan are insert-molded (inserted and/or molded) within a housing. Also 
see the discussions of claim 1 . 

Regarding claim 5, see the discussions regarding claim 1 . Further, Barkan 
discloses that the motor 160 is mounted on a "cage like" unitary support structure 230 
which serves as the claimed "trough" (since the unitary support structure is integrally 
secured the plastic housing); and thus would embrace all limitations set forth in this 
claim. 

Regarding claim 6, the motor as taught by Barkan is a scanning motor which 
thus is electrically connected to other electronic devices of the bar code reader via 
interfaces and contacts (not shown); and thus would embrace all limitations set forth in 
this claim. 

Regarding claim 21, since Barkan only discloses a mobile/portable bar code 
reader, he does not disclose the use of any antenna. However, the claim recites the 
phrase "at least one electronics and antennas" which can be broadly interpreted as "at 
least one electronic" and thus would be embraced by the motor (which serves as both 
mechanical and electrical device) as taught by Barkan, and has been discussed above.
